Servicee Committee

2. The Chairman requested iaformatioa on our budget. He was 
furnished an over-all figure with some discussion of the proportion 
divided between vouchered and unvouchered funds. A check is to be made, 
and Mr. Smart will be briefed on current figures as to total budget and 
reserve. 

3. At the request of the Chairman, the Director ttten discussed the 
status of our building utilising &e briefing paper dated 27 June 1958. The 
Chairman was f«,rt4cularly interested in the amount of the architect*® fees 

in view of his apparent involvement with the New House CHfice Building which 
is to be constructed. This lnformati<m is to be supplied. 
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4. The Director toen briefed the Coneimittee on the general Govern- 
ment Training Bill. Public l*w 85-507, and toe fact that it repeals Section 4 
of Public L<aw UO. The Director expressed concern that this occurred 
without notification to the Agency and expressed an Agency desire for a 
procedure i^ereby legislative matters affecting the Agency would be 

the Subcommittees of the Armed Service# Committees of the 
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two kooses. The Chairman indicated that he thimght this was appro|>r4ate 
and stated that he would loidc into the matter. (Mr. Smart requested 
Mr. Warner to jprovide aj^ropriate materials on &is subject. } 

5. The QUrector next brieifed the &ibcomm4ttee on the nature of the 
current Iraq Gorerament* outlining the underlying conditions in the area 
leading up to ihe recent coup. The Middle East area was discussed very 
thormxghly including the degree of Communist penetration and infiltration 
in the area. 

6. The BCI then briefed tl*e Subcommittee on the epring series ai 
Soviet nuclear tests, the Soviet missile efforts and their heavy bmnber 
program. The Chairman raised the question of uhat is ^ing dene by tiie 
Soviets la the field in controlling weaker, citing reports of melting ice 
packs in tihe Artie. Tkm Dd indicated that a basic report was being pre- 
pared on the subject to include discussion of uhere responsibility lay in 
&is field in the United States Government, 

7. Mr. Norhlad cited an example of an iatelllgenee officer in tiie 
Sixth Fleet oho last fall, in response to a question by Morblad. stated ttat 
he got most of his inteUlgsaee from ttie UP ticker. (Suhasquently. it was 
detesrmiaed appropriate to invite Mr. Horblad to tbe Agency to give him 

a briefing on Ihe procedures and methods of iatslligence disseminatitm. 
Mr. Warner will make necessary arrangements. )
